erer feed they desired. The grain ra- 
tion for pullets was abont three-fourths 
corn and one-fourth whent and for 
Weockerels cracked corn only. There were 
no regular hours for feeding, dut care 
‘was taken that tho troughs were never 
empty. Grit,-bones and. oyster shells 
were algo supplied ns usual, 

The results were. satisfactory. The 
tnbor of feeding was far less than that 
required by any other method followed.
